The Pope has ex- 
pressed for a Jong time a great desire 
to see and talk with the Archbishop of 


Baltimore. The main tion ‘under dis- 
éussion was the religious situation in the 
United States. The Pope was anxious to 
know in detail the impression produced by 
his last encyclical in t! 

as the Roman Catholic world: As 
Cardinal will remein about two months, it 
is of course natural that the Pope should 
have touched only lightly in a first inter- 
view on the many subjects on which he 
wishes to speak with the, Cardinal. The 
Cardinal was charmed with his audience 
with the Pope. 

The Pope wished to know if a ecial 
document addressed to the different 
churches of North America would be likely 
to meet with a kindly welcome. It is prob- 
able that Cardinal Gibbons. will be the 
coadjutor of Cardinal Vaughan, and will 
endeavor to make the Pope understand that 
an appeal to the American 
would too strongly resemble the voice of 
the people crying in the wildrness. 

The presence at Rome of Cardin&il Gib- 
bons is for the Roman Catholic world an 
object of unparalleled interest. He is here 
regarded as one of the princes of the 
church, who rejoices in unlimited powerful 
influence. In Europe it is commonly said 
that recent revolutions in American politics 

as brought about in a great degree by 

ardinal Gibbons. 

One prelate who +4 in touch with affairs 
at Rome told me that Cardinal Manning had 
converted the Pope to Socialism and Car- 
dinal Gibbons had converted him to the Re- 

ublic. This is perfectly true It was the 
Cardinal's address on the question of the 

nights of Labor that convinced the Pope 
at the wifiueuce of public opimon tn America 
and the individual influence of the Demo- 
cratic citizen. This explains the curiosity 
With which the cardinal is regarded here in 

Rome. People see in him one of the de- 
cisive factors of the pontificate of Leo XIII. 
and all priests, prelates, laymen, journal- 
ists and politicians crowd the antechamber 
to see or hear him. Cardinal Gibbons has 
scarcély been able to satisfy all the demands 
for audiences which have been addressed 
to him. He is now a rival of Cardinal La- 
guerre, who is also a great object of in- 
terest. Some newspapers speak of the Car- 
dinal as possible successor to Leo XIII. at 
the coming conclave, and one editor I inter- 
rogated, on this subject, said to me: Car- 
dinal Gibbons is an unusual man, and there 
is no doubt that his rare qualities cause 
him to be regarded as one of the most 
worthy of the successors of the present 
Pope. But he is a foreigner, and I do not 
think that for a long time, anyway, a for- 
eigner will hold the tiara. The reason of 
this is most simple. Unless temporal power 
is restored to the sacred throne a foreigner 
can never be Pope, because to regain this 
3 it is necessary that the Pope should

LONDON, June 22.—The attitude of the 
French at Kiel has been watched through- 
out Europe with almost as much interest as 
the historic ceremonies. From the charac- 
teristically meggre information given in 
the English, German and French news- 
papers, it would appear that the French 
officers behaved themselves with churlish 
incivility, going through only the compul- 


60 official routine, giving and accepting 
ae obustenics, and last night, when all the 
other erg | vessels were brilliantly il- 
luminated, shrouding their ships so that 
even the porthole lights were darkened. 

All anti-German demonstrations were, it 
fs true, promptly suppressed in Paris by 
the police, but the Figaro of yesterday dis- 
tributed a cartoon by the ted carica- 
turist, Foran, representing the symbolic 
figure of France standing on the bank of 
the North Sea Canal, with dishevelled 
gown and watching the ironclads pass below 
with this lagend: “Gomme c’est triste d’etre 
la avec le manteau disher'i.”’ 

Meanwhile French protests against the 
alliance with Russia increases in the Par- 
Ilan press. Edouard Drumont and M. Paul 
De Cassagnac have this week added their 
warnings to the growing chorus. The lat- 
ter credits the Czar with having forced the 
presence of the French ships at Kiel. “We 
cannot help feeling a grudge against Rus- 
la, he says, for having so wantonly ig- 
nored and wounded our national sentiment, 
and-we are naturally led to ask what profit 
France is likely to gain dn return for all 
she has done for Russia, för whom she has 
sacrificed money, pride and honor. What 
was the motive of the Russian alliance? 
To keep us out of a confilct with Germany? 
The usefulness of this safeguard disap- 
pears from the moment we enter the ave- 
nue of reconciliation with Germany, and 
now that the cup of shame has been drunk 
to the dregs, why not ally ourselves direct- 
ly with Germany? We can scarcely be 
more dishonored than we were after Kiel, 
and we should at least have the very costly 
‘commission which we have had to pay for 
Russia's good offices: The further we move 
into the good graces of Germany the less 
we shall want an alliance which was only 
meant to guarantee us against Germany.“ 


WARSHIPS AT KIBL. 


An Interesting Comparison of the Va- 
rious Vessels and Crews.

BERLIN, June 22.—Public interest, as 
might be expected, has been monopolized

THE LAW OF SELF-DEFENSE. 
The Supreme Court of the United 


States in a recent decision has clearly, 


defined the law of self-defense. 

The decision grew out of a case which 
came before the Supreme Court on the 
appeal of one Babe Beard from a judg- 
ment of conviction and sentence for 
manslaughter in Judge Parker's Court, 
for the Western District of Arkansas. 
There was a dispute between Beard and 
three brothers-in-law over the owner- 
ship of a cow. The men attempted to 
take the animal from Beard's premises, 
and when Beard interfered, one of them 
made a motion as if to draw a weapon 
and was killed by Beard. 

Judge Parker held, in his instructions 
to the jury, that Beard was bound to 
avoid danger by getting out of the way 
of the man, if he could, and the only 
place beyond which he need not retreat 
was his own dwWelling-house. In revers- 
ing the judgment of the Lower Court, 
Qustice Harlan declared that this 
marge was objectionable and he laid 
down some important principles gov- 
erning the right of self-defense. 
The meat of the decision is in the 
Following sentence: 

The defendant was where he had the 
fight to be when the deceased advanced 
upon him in a threatening manner and 
with a deadly weapon; and if the accused 
did not provoke the assault and had at the 
time reasonable grounds to believe, and in 
good faith believed, that the deceased in- 
tended to take his life or to do him great 
bodily harm, he was not obliged to retreat, 
mor to consider whether he could safely 
retreat, but was entitled to stand ‘his 
ground and meet any attack made upon 
him with a deadly weapon, in such way 


‘and with such force as, under all the oir- 


cumstances, he, at the moment, honestly 
believed, and had reasonable grounds to 
believe, was necessary to save his own life 
or to protect himself from great bodily 
injury. 

In short, the Supreme Court holds that 
fhe man who is the victim of an unpro- 
woked assault is not bound to run, but 
can stand his ground and fight it out— 
to the death if need be. That i& good 
law. It is also good sense.

“LOST HIS DIAPHRAGM.” 


According to a dispatch from New 
Jersey, a man there has had to be so 
thoroughly carved by the doctors, in or- 
der to cut out certain morbid growths, 
that he has actually been left without a 
diaphragm. Every few weeks the publicis 
treated to some new surgical marvel, 
until many people Are ready to believe 
that the word “impossible” has been 
banished from the physician’s vocabu- 
lary. Yet the doctors themselves would 
be the first to admit that such is not the 
case, and that it is as impossible for a 
man to live without a diaphragm as with- 
out a head. 

The diaphragm is an important muscle 
which extends right across the cavity of 
the chest like a floor, with a few small 
openings through which certain impor- 
tant tubes and nerves pass. It bears the 
same relation to the upper part of thd 
chest that the top board and the sides of 
the bellows of an organ bear to the entire 
blowing apparatus, and it would be no 
more possible, say the physiologists, for 
a man to breathe without a diaphragm 
than for an organ to get the necessary 
wind if one side of the bellows were re- 
moved. : ae : 

Every time we breathe the great muscle 
called the diaphragm presses up against 
our lungs like a hand and expels the air. 
It then relaxes and the lungs are allowed 
to fill: In ordinary breathing the dia- 
phragm alone does all the work. 

It is high time the public learned to 
take these wonderful reports of surgical 
operations with a small grain of salt. A 
man could live with small parts of the 
diaphragm removed, but to cut away the 
whole muscle would as certainly destroy 
life as to cut away his lungs.

The statement that a number of St. Louis 
ladies and gentlemen were recently arrested 
in Monterey, down in Old Mexico, upon a 
charge of disturbing the peace by singing 
“Sweet Marie’ in a street railway car, 
reminds me that that ancient city either 
has the meanest policemen or else a greater 
prejudice against citizens of the United 
States than any town to be visited in the 
Diaz country. 7 

The police of Monterey are a dingy lot. 
They are ignorant peons, armed with a 
sabre and uniformed in white. They are 
very much in evidence until after the gam- 
bling booths are closed at midnight, and 
then they squat down on some secluded 
corner and go to sleep with a lantern be- 
tween their knees. 

But the police are not entirely to blame. 
The successive Governors of the town have 
always been—or pretended to be—haters 
of Americans. Up to within the last twelve 
years no less a personage than the hand- 
some Castillian Garcia boldly informed a 
delegation of visitors from Missouri that 
they. were not wanted in Monterey, and 
that he and the people would be entirely 
satisfied if they would cut their visit short. 

Monterey lies so close to the Texas bor- 
der and felt so deeply the shock of the 
contending armies of the war with Mexico 
that it has never recovered entirely and is 
yet incensed against the United States. 

Still there are a number of St. Louisans 
living in that fine old city, in peace and se- 
curity, and piling up wealth by means of 
their commercial enterprise. And while 
such splendid natives as Hon. Isidgo Flores 
live and keep their influence, Monterey will 
continue to be visited and admired by 
Americans,

The whole business, however, remind’ me 
of some of these secret society insurance 
companies, which delight in receiving their 
monthly assessments and then, when a 
brother dies, go to searching for the 
slightest irregularity or excuse upon which 
they may hang refusal to pay. Most of the 
society insurance companies do not do any 
thing of this sort, but one very prominent 
society had a case of this kind several years 
ago, and although neither the man nor his 
family were personally known to me, yet I 
never recall the incident without feeling 
my blood boil with indignation at the petty 
meanness by which the society squirmed 
aut of a just and an honest obligation. 


The whole State is talking more or less 
just now about State Senator Farris of 
Laclede. I chanced to see him the other 
day in the rotunda of the Planters’ House 
surrounded and almost hidden from view 
by a distinguished party of free silverites. 
He is a little bit of a man, with a long 
blonde beard and mustache. His eyes are 
so weak t he can scarcely see, and while 
he talks rapidly and well, his voice is 
pitched in a high and unéven key. 

During Cleveland’s first administration a 
special bill passed Congress giving a pen- 
sion to Senator Farris, because of chronic 
gore eyes occasioned by service as a private 
soldier in the Federal army. Cleveland 
singled out this bill for a conspicuous veto 
message, and he thundered at great Jength 
against this and sirnilar cases. But, with 
his usual capacity for blundering, he had 
picked out the wrong man and the wrong 
case, Senator Farris came back at him 
with an unanswerable letter which threw 
the President completely out. The little 
man from Laclede is a Mason in high stand- 
ing, a member of the Christian Church and 
a Democrat from childhood. His word in 
Southerm Missouri is never doubted and 
his integrity of character is marked and 
unimpeachable. 


One of the most important duties now de- 
volving upon Gov. Stone is the appointment 
of a Board of Election Commissioners for 
the city of St. Louis. Under the new law 
the Governor names two members of the 
board, and the Mayor names one. It has 
been stated that the Mayor has determined 
upon his appointee, and that he will be a 
pot-house politician, now a member of the 
Republican City Central Committee. 

It is expected the Go¥ernor will do bet- 
ter than that. Politicians of a large kind 
and character are not inimical to good gov- 
ernment, In fact, they are ordinarily bet- 
ter and more patriotic than the so-called 
business element. But the small kind ought 
not to be entrüsted with large offices, 

This is a distinction which Gov. Stone 
certainly understands and appreciates. 


The freshly-made legal half-holiday for 
banks was inaugurated in this city yester- 
day, and in consequenec all banking houses 
were closed at noon.

FILTHY DAIRIBS, 


 Dingusting Condition of Affairs Found 
at Kansas City.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 22.—Dr. Junius 
H. Wattles, veterinary surgeon, made an in- 
spection yesterday of the dairies of Kansas 
City and found % per cent of them to be 
in an unsanitary condition; 80 per cent of 
dairies were without pure water, and 10 
per cent of the cows were found to be 
afflicted with tuberculosis.

Queer Methods of Unserupulous Wall 
Street Speculators.

NEW YOK, June 22.—The warfare of the 
Subway Commissioners on the overhead 
wires in Wall street has developed more 


complicated sharp dealing than even the 
shrewdest operators with stock dealing are 
implicated. Although the only feature that 
city officials take cognizance of is the viola- 
tion of law in stringing wires above ground 
the brokers and agencies have learned of 
numerous sharp devices utilized to gain in- 
formation from rivals and secure points on 
the market. In the District Attorney’s of- 
fice are numerous coils of fine wire almost 
like thread. This was cut from the tops of 
buildings and traced to windows in high cf- 
fice buildings. The linemen of the commis- 
Sioners followed these lines. Others were 
lost in mazes, but the commissioners claim 
to know where certain of these wires 
Started and ended. Several rival agencies 
have wires in the Wall street region to sup- 
ply their customers with the latest news of 
the market and private information. Each 
charges the other with wire tapping. Un- 
scrupulous brokers and bucket-shop men 
are also said to have these wires run to 
their offices and much valuable information 
is sent over them. To tap the wire of a big 
‘firm wou)d-give a sharp broker pointers-that 
he could turn to advantage. Several firms 
have made complaint to the Subway Com- 
missioners; and a sharp watch is being 
kept on roof wires.

Albatross Mining Company Has Not 
Porfeited Its Charter Because It 
Did Not Answer Questions. 


The 
the Albatross Mining Company received a 
knock-out blow from Judge Klein yester- 
when he overruled ‘Circuit Attorney 
Zachritz’s demurret to the defendant’s an- 
wer. When the defendant corporation 
failed to answer tie statutory questions 


prescribed by the anti-trust law, as to 
ether it was in a pool for the restraint 
of trade and the arbitrary fixing of prices, 
the Cirguit Attorney, at the instance of the 

retary of State, brought à quo warranto 
action to have the Albatross Mining Com- 
‘pany’s charter forfeited. The defendant 
made answer that the Secretary of State 
had no constitutional ‘right to ask the 
questions required by the anti-trust law. 
Mr. Zachritz demurred on the ground that 
this answer was insufficient. 

The Judge said that if it is found that the 
petition of the Circuit Attorney is insuffi- 
cient to support a judgment for plaintiff, 
then there must be a judgment for de- 
fendant. He then sa'd that because the 

pilaintiff’s, petition did not state that the 
Sefedant Was part of a trust or pool, the 

Cour helt was entitled to judgment. The 
held that the Legislature did not im- 
tend \ that companies not an ring the 
uestions of the Secretary of State should 
orfeit their charter. He maintained that 
forfeiture of charter was to be imposed 
only when it was alleged and proved that 
the defendant was in a pool. He took care 
to ed that he did not pass gall the constitu- 
tionality of the anti-trust la

BURNING GARBAGE. 4 


How Uncle Sam Destroys the Offal at 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 22,—Uncle Sam has settled 
the garbage question. He is getting rid of 
all the garbage that accumuiates in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard at the rate of ten tons a 


day, using re as the anninilator, The Gov- 
ernment has just constructed at the navy 


yard a garbage crematory that is demon- 
strating the fact that garbage can be dis- 


posed of mosteffectually. Thecrematory is a 
structure about 25x80. The frame work is 
steel, and the walls are of corragated tron, 
Within this is the ovem or crematory- 
It is composed of brick, stone and iron, In 
one sense it may be compared toa baker's 
oven, 
One is used for making the fire, another for 
removing the wood ashes and the other four 
are those through which the cremated re- 
mains of the garbage are withdrawn. Eariy 
every morning all the garbage ts carted to the 
crematory. Two heavy trap doors are opened 
and the garbage dumpedin. All the doors 
are tightly slosed and the work begins. 4 
hot fire is. kept burning and by 4 o’clock 
nothing remains but the ashes, The smoke 
goes up a tall chimney. The odor which comes 
from it goes into a chamber which by some 
process is disposed of without offerse, The 
place resembles the fire-room ot a factory. 
No odor is perceptible. The furnace is 
keptin blast by the waste wood whichis 
gathered around the yard, The ashes that 

rewain after the burning is over are used for 
fertiliser. The wood ashes make an excel- 
lent mixture. to spread around trees and 
plants that are lia die to be injured by insects.

The Long and Perilous J Journey of Cas- 
per Whitney. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

NEW YORK, June . Casper Whitney, an 
employe of Harper Bros., who started from 
this city last December to traverse British 
America through the Hudson Bay 00. s ter- 
ritory, returhe@ here Wednesday. Leaving 
the Canadian Pacific at Edmonton, the most 
northerly. point on the line, he traveled 
north to the Arctic Sea and back, a distance 
of 2,700 miles, over 1,800 of which was on 
snow shoes, The most remarkable part of 
the journey. was through the Barren jana, a 
desert of ice north of Great Slave lake, which 
has never been crossed by a white man. Mr. 
Whitney Was accompanied by seven In- 
dians. He endured many hardships, and 
covered the ground in fifty-two days. He 
made the trip to stud the people, to hunt 
big game and become familiar with snow 
shoeing and dog sledding. He did not ex- 
pect to be gone more than three months, but 
he was determined to cross in winter, when 
even Indians had never crossed, and this 
knocked out his time calculations. He is 
congratulating himself that he got back 
alive.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

Tt has already been determined by sev- 
eral of the most prominent members of the 
association that the only way to stop the 
wholesale extortions that have been prac- 
ticed by the Terminal roads for years. is to 
proceed agalust their oppressors in the 
courts. The members of the association 
are practically a unit in favor of ltigation 
and from present indications the action 
taken on Monday will be a mere formality. 

The meeting will be held at the office of 
the association on. the gecond floor of the 
Insurance Exchange building, Broadway 
and Olive street. Notices have been mailed 
to all the members and every effort is being 
made to call out a full attendance on ac- 
count of the importance of the step about 
fo be taken. 


Soon after the association was organised 
one of the best posted corporation lawyers 
in the city was employed to go over the vi- 
dence collected by the secretary and mem- 
hers of the special committee appointed by 
the association to ‘investigate the switch- 
ing charges imposed by the Terminal Rail- 
goad Association and the fictitious compa- 
nies included within it. The appointment | 
of this committee shows that trouble was 
brewing for the Terminal combine before 
the organization of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. 

This committee found affairs in even a 
more deplorable state than was anticipated.

spoke entertainingly of his trip to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter.

8 
the prominent points and the cities of Yo- 
kahama, Tokio, Nagoya and The 
country wag excited over the war with 
China, and remarkable patriotism was ex- 
hibited. Notwithstanding the magnitude of 
the war and the large amount of money 
required, there was the utmost readiness 
to supply both. There were plenty of vol- 
unteers. The higher class is showing as 
much willingness to fight as the working 
people. The soldiers whom I saw drilling 
were sturdy, compactly built and vigorous 
looking. While not large they seemed per- 
fectly capable of bearing arms and making 

a good fight. I was not surprised at their 
— I am inclined to think that they 
would prove formidable antagonists for any 
nation. 

“On Dec. 9 we attended a monster cele- 
bration of victory at Vyeno Park in To- 
kio. There was a grand reception to the 
ruling Prince. At a temple in the park a 
service for the souls of the dead was held, 
participated in by 500 Buddhist _priests. 
Amusements of all kinds followed, con- 
cluding with a sham battle, in which two 
dummy Chinese war ships were destroyed 
amid great applause. The celebration was 
attended by no less than 250,000 people. A 
curious feature was the distribution of 60,- 
000 lunches in little wooden boxes, contain- 
ing rice, fish, vegetables and a little sauce. 

“From there we went to Hong Kong, 
China. It is built at the foot and upon the 
sides and top of a precipitous hill, as- 
cended by a cable. road sometimes at an 
angle of 4 degrees. At Hong Kong are 
located the finest dry docks on the Pacific 
Ocean. It is a wonderfully uncomfortable 
place during the hot season, At the ap- 
proach of the hot, damp weather the peo- 
pie are obliged to dry thoroughly their val- 
uable clothing, wool and silk, then pack 
them in tin cases, which are soldered and 
made air tight. The city has a fine system 
of water-works, a capital race course sus- 
tained by the foreigners and a good tel 
building, the Hong Kong Hotel, which 
Was anything but well kept when we were 
there. We were 3 obligations for

tates Consul, and also to Agostinho Guth- 
erme Romano, Consul-General for Portu- 
gal and Brazil. 

ne visited Canton, the most interesting 
city ip China, with its narrow streets, not 
over five or ait feet wide, filled to over- 
flowing with almond-eyed Mongolians. We 
were not molested, the only indication of 
hostility to ‘foreign devils being among 
the boys, who made faces and spat at us. 
The foreigners in C anton reside in what is 
called a ‘concession,’ being a part of the 
formerly occu- 
pied by Chinese forts. 

“The captain of the steamer which’ took 
us from Hong Kong to Canton proved to 
be a former employe of our fellow citizen, 
Mr. Ethan A. Hitchcock. I was introduced 
by him to another ex-employe of Mr. Hitch- 
cock, who entertained us at his house. 

“From Canton we had a pleasant five 
days’ sail to Singapore. The population is 
composed of all nationalities, the Chinese 
largely predominating. The Chinese and 
Parseee are the wealthiest class 

“From Singapore we had a five days’ 
sail through the Straits of Malacca and the 
Indian Ocean to Columbo-in Ceylon, a new 
and interesting cit It has succeeded to 
the commerce that formerly went to Point 
de Galle, through the \building of a sea 
Wall and safe harbor there we went 
to Candy, up in the mounthins, to visit the 
finest botanical gardens fof tropical plants 
and trees in the world. Immense quan- 
tities of tea are raised in the island, taking 
the place of the coffee trees destroyed by 
an insect pest. 

From Columbo we crossed the Gulf of Ma- 
naar to Tuticorin, formerly the seat of the 
great pearl fisheries, now exhausted, and 
thence to Madura and Trichinopol From 
Madura we took a steamer to * 
a he voyage up the Hugli River is perilous 

t certain sons. Vessels are almost cer- 
tain to caps in the rainy season and sink 
in the treacherous quicksands at the bottom. 

“From Calcutta we went north by rail to 
the Himalayas. The last 100 miles was made 
on a track two feet wide, around the hills 
and over the valleys, sometimes immense 
distances below us. The construction of the 
series of “switch backs’’ on the side of the 
railroad is curious. In one place there is a 
mountain, where there are five tracks, one 
above the other. apd pe the terminus of 
the road in the mountains, Is 6,800 feet above 
the sea level. The scenery here =e im- 

ressive. The great Kinchin J range 

ay directly in front of our hotel. ts snow- 
capped summits showed distinctly, though 
forty-five miles away. Kinchin Janga is over 
28.000 feet high. We had a beautiful view of 
Mount Everest, towering 29,000 feet above 
the sea. One of the 8 features of this 
section is the tea plant, which, to my sur-

Holland, proving that the great Napoleon, 
of whom so much is being said in the mag- 
azines, gave her grandfather a precious 
gold watch for saving his life. The watch 
itself is in the possession of Mrs. Wittman’s 
brother, Mr. Klarenaar of Louisville, Ky. 

The story goes that in 1812 Napoleon, 
while traveling in a coach and six through 
Holland; passed through the fortified town 
of Nimwegen. He was received by deputa- 
tions of the inhabitants and in the crowd 
was Wilhelm Behnen, Mrs. Wittman’s 
grandfather, who had served in Napoleon’s 
army. When the coach approached the 
quay the. horses became unmanageable 
and were bringing the Vehicle to the brink 
of ‘the high embankment. It was on the 
point of turning over, when Behnen dashed 
forward and seizing the affrighted horses, 
stopped their course. 

Napoleon alighted and offered Behnen a 
commission in the army. This was de- 
clined and Napoleon asked Behnen why_he 
had endangered his life to save him. The 
reply was: 

“Sire, the loss of my life would have been 
nothing tc compare with that of your 
majesty’s. The breaking of my neck would 
amount to nothing, while your loss would 
have been irreparable.“ 

Napoleon took his watch from his pocket 
and gave it to Behnen. 

Later in life Behnen became Postmaster 
in the village of Elten. The watch was 
treasured as an heirfoom and was brought 
to the United States in 1872 by Mrs, Ma- 
thilde Klarenaar, wife of Mrs. Witt P 
brother, on her return from a visit to 
Europe.

The particular good to be derived comes 
from the immense amount of learning 
that can be uired ih the shortest possi- 
ble time and with the least amount of ex- 
ertion.

He is stationed at a point on the rail- 
road between Port Elizabeth and Miten- 
hage. He assists, or perhaps it would be 
better to say is assisted by an old switch- 
man, who has lost both legs. This man is 
his master, and the noble baboon is glad 
to be able to support him in his misfortune. 

The baboon may be seen here in the act 
of turning the points in order to send an 
approaching train in the right direction. 
The man wears a general air of confidence 
which speaks volumes for the capacity of 
his baboon. The animal ‘goes about his 
work in a quiet and business-like way.
